JAMAICA— LAW 6 OF 1873. 

A Law to Render More Effectual an Act' of Parliament',"' 
made in the Twenty-First Year of the Reign of King 
James the First, entituled " An Act for the General Quiet 
of the Subjects against all Pretences of Concealment 
Whatsoever." 

[22nd March, 1873.] 

WHEEEAS an Act of Parliament was made and passed in Pitoambie. 
the twenty first year of the reign of King James the 
Eirst, intituled, An Act for the general qtdet of the subjects 
against all pretences of concealment whatsoever, and thereby 
the right and title of the King, his heirs and successors, in 
and to all manors, lands, tenements, tithes, and hereditaments, 
(except liberties and franchises) were limited to sixty years 
next before the beginning of the said session of Parliament; 
and other provisions and regulations were therein made, 
for securing to all his Majesty's subjects the free and quiet 
enjoyment of all manors, lands, and hereditaments, which 
they, or those under whom they claimed, respectively had 
held, or enjoyed, or whereof they had taken the rents, rev- 
enues, issues, or profits, for the space of sixty years next be- 
fore the beginning of the said session of Parliament : And / 
whereas the said Act is ineffectual to answer the good end / 
and purpose of securing the general quiet of the subjects 
against all pretences of concealment whatsoever : And where- 
as it is desirable that the right and title of the Queen, her 
heirs and successors in and to all lands, tenements, and here- 
ditaments, should be limited to sixty years next before the

formation, commission, or other suit or proceeding as shall 
at any time hereafter be filed, issued, or commenced for re- 
covering the same or in respect thereof : And her Majesty's 
Royal Assent in that behalf has been graciously signified : 
Be it enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1 — The Queen's Majesty, her heirs or successors shall not, 
at any time hereafter, sue, impeach, question, or implead, 
any person or persons, bodies politic or corporate, for or in 
anywise concerning any lands, tenements, rents, or heredita- 
ments whatsoever, or for or in anywise concerning the 
revenues, issues, or profits thereof, or make any title, claim, 
challenge, or demand of, in, or to the same, or any of them, 
by reason of any right or title which hath not first accrued 
.j.^nd grown, or which shall not hereafter first accrue and grow 
within the space of sixty years next before the filing, issuing, 
or commencing of every such action, bill, plaint, information, 
commission, or other suit or proceeding as shall at any time 
or times hereafter be filed, issued, or commenced for recover- 
ing the same, or in respect thereof, unless her Majesty, or 
some of her progenitors, predecessors, or ancestors, heirs, or 
successors, or some other person or persons, bodies politic or 
corporate, under whom her Majesty, her heirs, or successors, 
any thing hath or lawfully claimeth, or shall have or lawful- 
ly claim, have or shall have been answered by force and 
virtue of any such right or title to the same, the rents, 
revenues, issues, or profits thereof, within the said space of 
sixty years ; and that all and every person or persons, bodies 
politic and corporate, their heirs, and successors, and all 
claiming by, from, or under them, or any of them, for and 
according to their and every of their several estates and in- 
terests which they have, or claim to have, or shall or may 
have, or claim to have in the same respectively, shall, at all 
times hereafter, quietly and freely have, hold, and enjoy, 
against her Majesty, her heirs and successors claiming by any 
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title which hath not first accrued or grown, or which shall not 
hereafter first accrue or grow within the said space of sixty 
years, all and singular lands, tenements, rents, and heredita- 
ments whatsoeyer, which he or they, or his or their, or any of 
their ancestors or predecessors, or those from, by, or under 
whom they do or shall claim, have or shall have held or en- 
joyed, or taken the rents, revenues, issues, or profits thereof, 
hy the space of sixty years next before the filing, issuing, or 
commencing of every auch action, bill, plaint, information, 
commission, or other suit or proceeding as shall at any time 
or times hereafter be filed, issued, or commenced, for re- 
covering the same, or in respect thereof ; unless her Majesty, 
or some of her progenitors, predecessors, or ancestors, heirs, 
or successors, or some other person or persons, bodies politic 
or corporate, by, from, or under whom her Majesty, her heirs, 
orsuccessors, anything hath or lawfully claimeth, or shall have 
or lawfully claim, in the said lands, tenemfents, rents, or 
hereditaments, by force of any right or title, have been or 
shall have been answered, by virtue of any such right or title, 
the rents, revenues, issues, or other profits thereof, within 
the said space of sixty years. 

2 — The Queen's Majesty, her predecessors and successors, ^^^y" ''®^** 
shall not be held, deemed, or taken, for the purposes of this deemed to be 
Law, to have been answered the rents, revenues, issues, or "^^^^^ ■ 
profits of any lands, tenements, rents, or hereditaments which 
shall have been held or enjoyed, or of which the rents, reve- 
nues, issues, or profits shall have been taken, by any other 
person or persons, by the space of sixty years next before the 
filing, issuing, or commencing of any such action, suit, bill, 
plaint, information, commission, or other suit or proceeding 
for recovering the same, or in respect thereof, as in this Law 
is mentioned, by reason only of the same lands, tenements, 
rents, or hereditament having been part or parcel of any 
hereditaments of which the rents, revenues, issues, or profits 
shall have been answered to her Majesty, or her predecessors 
or successors, or some other person under whom her Majesty 
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hath or lawfully claimeth. or shall hereafter have or lawfully 
claim as aforesaid. 
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3 — Pro-vided always, that this Law, or any thing therein 
contained, shall not extend to har, impeach, or hinder her 
Majesty, her heirs, or successors, of, for, or from, any tene- 
ments, rents, or hereditaments, whereof any reversion or 
remainder now is in her Majesty, for or concerning the 
said reversion or remainder, nor of, for, or from any rever- 
sion or remainder, or possibility of reversion or remainder, 
in any of her Majesty's progenitors, or predecessors, or an- 
cestors, which by the expiration, end, or other determination 
of any limited estate of fee simple, or of any fee tail or other 
particular estate, hath or ought to have first fallen or become 
in possession, or which shall or may or ought hereafter first 
to fall or come in possession within the space of sixty years 
next before the filing, issuing, or commencing of any such 
action, bill, plaint, information, commission, or other suit or 
proceeding as shall at any time or times hereafter be filed, 
issued, or commenced, for recovering the same, or in respect 
thereof; nor of, for, or from any right or title first accrued 
or grown to her Majesty, or any of her progenitors, prede- 
cessors, or ancestors, or which shall first accrue, or grow to 
her Majesty, or any of her heirs or successors, of, in, or to, 
any lands, tenements, rents, or hereditaments, at any time or 
times within the space of sixty years next before the filing, 
issuing, or commencing of any such action, bill, plaint, 
information, commission, or other suit or proceeding as shall 
at any time or times hereafter be filed, issued, or commenced 
for recovering the same, or in respect thereof, and not 
before.

4 — This Law, or any thing therein contained, shall not 
extend to any lands, tenements, rents, or hereditaments, men-

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limited estate in fee simple, or of any estate in tail, or other

nor to any lands, tenements, rents, or hereditaments, men- 
tioned to be granted or conveyed by any of her Majesty's pro- 
genitors, predecessors, or ancestors, or by any other under 
whom her Majesty claimeth, to any person or persons in fee 
tail, or other particular estate, whereof the reversion or 
inheritance (if such estate tail, or other particular estate, had 
been good and effectual in Law) should have been and con- 
tinued in her Majesty, or any of her progenitors, predecessors, 
or ahcestors, or should or ought hereafter to be and continue 
in her Majesty, her heirs, or successors, at any time within 
the space of sixty years next before the filing, issuing, or 
commencing of any such action, bill, plaint, information, 
commission, or other suit or proceeding as shall at any time or 
times hereafter be filed, issued, or commenced, for recovering 
the same, or in respect thereof as aforesaid. 

5 — In the construction of this Law the right or title of the When right is 
Queen's Majesty, her heirs or successors, to any lands, tene- crurin oases' of 
ments, rents, or hereditaments which are now or shall at any leases for years 
time hereafter be subjectto, or comprised in any demise or lease 
for any term or term of years, or for any life or lives, granted 
by or on behalf of her Majesty, or any of her royal prede- 
cessors or successors, shall not be deemed to have first accrued 
or grown until the expiration or determination of such demise 
or lease as against any person or persons whose possession, 
holding, or enjoyment of such lands, tenements, rents, or 
hereditaments, or whose receipt of the rents, issues, or profits 
thereof, shall have commenced during the term of such demise 
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or lease, or who shall claim from, by, or under any person or 
persons whose possession, holding, or enjoyment of such lands, 
tenements, rents, or hereditaments, or whose receipt of the 
rents, issues, or profit thereof, shall have so commenced as 
aforesaid. 

6 — Saving to every person and persons, bodies politic and 
corporate, their heirs and successors (other than her most excel- 
lent Majesty, her heirs and successors), all such rights, title, 
interest, estate, rents, commons, customs, duties, profits, and 
other claims and demand whatsoever, in, to, or out of the 
said lands, tenements, or hereditaments, as they or any of 
them had or ought to have had' before the making of this 
Law ; anything in this Law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

7 — This Law shall not affect the liability to pay, or the 
right to recover land tax or quit rents, or the liability to any 
proceedings, or to any forfeiture in consequence of non-pay- 
ment of land tax or quit rents, but land tax and quit rents 
shall continue to be due and payable, and all proceedings in 
consequence of non-payment thereof, and all proceedings for 
forfeiture for such non-payment may be had, continued, and 
commenced as if this Law had not been passed ; and this Law 
shall not affect the Statutes 4< Geo. 2, chapter 4, and 14 Geo. 
3, chapter 5, which shall remain in full force and effect.

JAMAICA— LAW 8 OF 1873. 

A Law to Enable the Governor to Issue Commissions of 
Enquiry, with Special Powers. 

I2lth March, 1873.J 

WHEREAS it is desirable to provide for the appointment, Preamble, 
from time to time, as occasion may require, of Com- 
missions for enquiry into the conduct of public officers, the 
management of public institutions, or other matters of public 
or general interest : And whereas such Commissions have not 
sufficient powers for summoning witnesses, and for otherwise 
prosecuting enquiries with effect : Be it enacted by the 
Governor of Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1— It shall be lawful for the Governor, whenever he shall f^^ui Com™ 
deem it advisable, to issue a Commission, appointing one or missiona of 
more Commissioners, and authorizing such Commissioners, matters rfa* 
or any quorum of them therein mentioned, to enquire into ^"f^'"*^*"'*!!!- 
the conduct or management of any department of the public welfare, 
service, or of any public or local institution, or the conduct 
of any public or local officers of this Island, or of any parish, 
or district thereof, or into any matter in which an enquiry 
would, in the opinion of the Governor, be for the public 
welfare. Each such Commission shall specify the subject of Particulars of 
enquiry, and may, in the discretion of the Governor, if there gions. 
is more than one Commissioner, direct which Commissioner 
shall be Chairman, and direct where and when such enquiry 
shall be made, and the report thereof rendered, and prescribe 
how such Commission shall be executed, and may direct 
whether the enquiry shall or shall not be held in public. In How enquiry 
the absence of a direction to the contrary, the enquiry shall *• ® ® • 
be held in public, but the Commissioners shall nevertheless keeping order, 
be entitled to exclude any particular person or persons for the 
preservation of order, for the due conduct of the enquirjr, or 
for any other reason.

mission, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding thirty pounds, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a District Court 
Judge, or two Justices of the Peace, who, in default of payment 
forthwith, may award imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour, for any period not exceeding three months. 

12 — The Governor may direct the Inspector-General to 
detail Constables to attend upon any such Commissioners, to 
preserve order during the proceedings of the Commission, 
and to perform such other duties as usually pertain to their 
office when in attendance upon the Supreme or Circuit Courts 
and to serve summonses on witnesses, and to perform such* 
ministerial duties as such Commissioners shall direct.

JAMAICA— LAW 9 OF 1873. 

A Law to Lessen Trade License Duties, and to Amend the 

Law Relating Thereto: 

[Srd April, 1873.] 

W'HEEEAS the financial position and requirements of the 
Island render it practicable to diminish the amount 
payable for licenses upon trades and business, and to appro- 
priate and apply the amounts to be raised in each parish by 
means of such licenses to useful local purposes : And whereas 
it is desirable to abolish the payment for licenses by moieties, 
and in other respects to amend the Law relating to licenses 
upon trades and business : Be it enacted by the Governor of 
Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the Legislative Oduncil 
thereof, as follows : 

1 — The eleventh and twelfth sections of Law 18 of 1867 
are hereby repealed, and one half only of the license duties 
in the schedule of license duties to the said Law shall be 
payable after the passing of this Law ; and the said Law, so 
amended, and this Law, are to be read and construed together 
as one Law : Provided nevertheless, that notwithstanding 
such repeal every oflPence already committed against any of 
the provisions of the said Law may be proceeded for and 
punished, and every penalty and duty already incurred, or 
become payable thereunder may be sued for, distrained for, 
recovered, and enforced as if this Law had not passed. 

2 — Whenever any person having paid a license duty undfer 
this Law, as the occupier of any store, shop, room, or ja)t6.

A Law to Amend the "Aliens Law, 1871."

Preamble. "T-T T HERE AS the Imperial Statute, the "Naturalization Act, 

T T 1870," (33 Victoria, chapter 14), renders certain classes 
of persons aliens under certain circumstances therein specified :

A Law to Facilitate the Sale and Transfer of Incumbered 
Estates. 

[19th June, 1873.] 

WHEREAS it is expedient that facilities should be given 
for the sale and transfer of incumbered estates : Beit 
enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1 — This Law may be cited as " The Incumbered Estates' 
Law, 1873." 

2 — This Law shall come into operation on the first day of 
September, 1873. 

3 — In the construction, and for the purposes of this Law, 
(except where the context or other provisions of this Law 
require a different construction), the following terms shall 
have the respective meanings hereinafter assigned to them,

" Land" shall include sugar and other plantations, mes- 
suages, tenements, rents, and hereditaments, corporeal and 
incorporeal, of every tenure or description, as well as all 
fixtures and machinery annexed thereto, and any un- 
divided share thereof : 

" Estate" shall include an estate in equity as well as at law, 
and an equity of redemption : 

" Incumbrance" shall mean any legal or equitable mort- 
gage in fee, or for any less estate, and also any money 
secured by a trust, or by judgment, decree, or order of 
any Court of Law jr Equity ; and also any debt, portion, 
legacy, lien, or other charge whereby a gross sum of 
money is secured to be paid on any event, or at a time 
certain ; and also any annual or periodical charge which, 
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by the instrument creating the same, or by any other 
instrument is made repurchasable on payment of a gross 
sum of money ; and also any arrear remaining unpaid 
of any annual or periodical charge, for payment of 
which arrear a sale of any land charged therewith might 
be decreed by a Court of Equity ; and also any sum of 
money constituting a charge or lien on land, or raiseable 
out of land : 

" Incumbrancer" shall mean any person entitled to such 
incumbrance, or entitled to require the payment or dis- 
charge thereof :

13 — Subject to the restrictions hereinafter mentioned, 
where any land is subject to any incumbrance, the Court shall 
have power to sell the same, or such part thereof as it shall 
think fit, upon application made to it by the owner of such 
land, or any incumbrancer thereon. 

14 — Where any such land as aforesaid is vested in any 
person or persons in trust for any owner, an application for 
the sale thereof may be made by such owner, either with or 
without the concurrence of such trustee or trustees, or by 
such trustee or trustees with the concurrence of such owner. 

15 — Where any incumbrance is vested in a trustee or 
trustees, or settled on divers persons in succession, the Court 
may act upon an application made by such trustee or trustees, 
or by the first person entitled to the income of such incum- 
brance, or by any other person having, in the opinion of the 
Court, an amount of interest in the incumbrance sufficient to 
justify his making an application for a sale. 

16 — Every application for a sale under this Law shall, sub- 
ject to any rules under this Law, be in such form as may be 
directed by the Court or Judge ^ 

17 — The Court shall, upon the receipt of any such applica- 
tion as aforesaid, make such inquiries as to the circumstances 
of the land in respect of which the same is made, and of the 
parties interested therein either as incumbrancers, owners, 
or otherwise, and direct such notices to be given, as it thinks 
necessary, to enable it to form a judgment as to the expediency 
of a sale, and shall hear any persons interested in such land 
who may apply to be heard ; and shall, upon the conclusion 
of such inquiries, and after hearing such parties (if any) as 
aforesaid, make such order in the premises as to the allowance 
or disallowance of a sale of the land as it thinks just. 
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18 — The Court shall not make an order for the sale of any Cases in which

Court unjust or inexpedient that a sale should be made : 
Provided always, that the decision of the Court thereupon, so . 
far as the same relates to the power and jurisdiction of the 
Court over such land, shall in all cases be final and conclusive 
to all intents and purposes whatsoever, subject only to any 
appeal to her Majesty in Council. 

19 — The Court shall have power to appoint, either before Power to ap 
or after a conditional or absolute order for sale has been made, P"™* E^ceiverg. 
a Receiver of any land, the subject of proceedings in the 
Court, and likewise of the horses, mules, cattle, live or dead 
stock, plant, carts, carriages, implements, duplicate and other 
unfixed machinery, utensils, and other chattels and effects 
used or employed in or about the cultivation of such land, or 
any part thereof, which may be subject to any incumbrance 
affecting such land or any part thereof, and all or any other 
horses, mules, cattle, live or dead stock, plant, carts, carriages, 
implements, duplicate and other unfixed machinery, utensils, 
and other chattels and effects used or employed in or about 
thQ cultivation of such land the owner or part owner or any 
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mortgagee of wMcli shall apply for or consent to the appoint- 
ment of such Receiver. 

20— Receivers appointed by the Court shall, from the date 
of such appointment, have and possess all the powers, 
authorities, rights, and privileges which Receivers appointed 
by the Court of Chancery have in respect of the lands over 
which they are appointed Receivers, subject to any rules that 
may be made under this Law, or to any special order of the 
Court or Judge. Receivers shall give such security, and shall 
be entitled to such remuneration, and shall account and 
otherwise act in the discharge of the duties of their office as 
may be directed by rules made under this Law, or by the 
special order of the Court or Judge. 

21 — ^Where a sale shall be made under this Law, the Court 
shall, when and so far as it may deem necessary for the pur- 
poses of such sale, ascertain the tenancies of the occupying 
tenants, and of any lessees, underlessees, or other parties 
whose tenancies, leases, underleases, or other interests affect 
the land to be sold, or any part thereof; and may give such 
notices, and make or cause to be made such inquiries as it 
shall think necessary for ascertaining and securing the rights 
of such tenants, lessees underlessees or other parties as 
aforesaid ; and all occupying tenants, and all persons being 
or claiming to be lessees, underlessees, or parties interested 
as aforesaid, shall, at such times and places as the Court 
may require, produce all leases, underleases, agreements 
in writing, and other deeds or documents under which 
such tenants or persons occupy or claim, if such leases 
underleases, agreements, or other deeds or documents, 
or counterparts thereof, be in their possession or power ; 
and where they occupy or claim under leases, underleases, 
agreements in writing, or other deeds or documents not 
in their possession or power, or under parol agreements 
or contracts, they shall deliver, at such times and places 
as aforesaid, particulars of the terms and conditions upon

purchaser he may, if the Court think fit, retain out of the

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JAMAICA— LAW 22 OF 1873. 

A Law to Provide for the Management and Sale of the 
Saint Catherine Parish Lands, for the Benefit of the said 
Parish. 

[12th August, 1873.] 

WHEREAS two parcels or runs of land in the Parish of 
Saint Catherine, containing respectively twelve 
hundred and ten acres and twenty-five acres, were patented 
to Trustees for the use and benefit of the inhabitants of the 
town of Saint Jago de la Vega, and for the use and benefit 
of the Parish of Saint Catherine respectively, which said lands 
are more particularly described in the jareamble to 20 George 
2, chapter 10 : And whereas the said Statute 20 George 2, 
chapter 10, directed that five hundred acres, part of the said 
runs of land of twelve hundred and thirty-five acres, should 
be laid out as a common to the said town, and gave to the 
Justices and Vestry of the Parish of Saint Catherine certain 
powers therein mentioned for dealing with the said lands : 
And whereas the Statute 6 George 3, chapter 4, gave to the 
Custos for the Parish and Precinct of Saint Catherine, and 
such Justices for the said Parish and Precinct as were free- 
holders of the said Parish of Saint Catherine, and the Vestry- 
men and Churchwardens for the time being, certain further 
powers of leasing the said lands as therein mentioned, and 
enacted that all moneys arising from the said lands should 
be applied for and towards discharging the contingent charges 
of the said parish, and in relief of parochial taxes from year 
to year : And whereas the said Statute 6 George 3, chapter 4, 
was amended as to the leasing powers thereby given by 11 
George 3, chapter 14, and by 21 George 3, chapter 13 : And 
whereas it is doubtful whether any persons are now entitled 
at Law to manage and deal with the said lands for the purposes 
of the said trust, and the lands are consequently not properly 
cared for, and are of but little if any benefit to the Parish of

A Law to Provide for a Public Supply of Water in 
Parishes Requiring the Same.f 

[12th August, 1873.] 

W^HEREAS in certain localities in this Island droughts Preamble, 
are of frequent occurrence, and the inhabitants of 
such localities are reduced to great straits by reason of there

A Law to Set Apart the Public Square in Spanish. 1'own, 
with the PuWic Buildings and Public Lands in and 
around the Same, for the Purposes of a College.

WHEREAS it is desirable to set apart the public square preamble, 
in Spanish Town, and the public buildings and lands 
in and around the same, for the purpose of a College : Be it 
enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1 — In this Law the term " the square" shall include the '^The square" 
public square at Spanish Town, and the public buildings 
therein and around the same, and the public lands attached 
thereto, including all the public lands and buildings binding 
north-easterly on White Church street, south-westerly on 
Nugent street, north-westerly partly on Manchester street, 
partly on King street, and partly on private property, and 
south-easterly partly on Peel lane, partly on King street, and 
partly on private property, as by a plan or diagram, now on 
record in the Island Secretary's Office in libro 962 folio 161 
of the records of deeds, more clearly will appear.

WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Habitual Crimi- 
nals Law, 1870, (Law 16 of 1870) : Be it enacted by 
the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Council thereof, as follows :

(3) If he is found in any place, whether public or pri- 
vate, under such circumstances as to satisfy the Court

A Law to Amend the New Lunatic Asylum Act, 1861.* 

[13th August, 1873.] 

WHEREAS it is desirable to amend the New Lunatic Preamble. 
Asylum Act, 1861, (25 Victoria, chapter 9), and to 
make further provisions respecting lunatics : Be it enacted by 
the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1 — This Law may be cited as the "Lunatic Asylum Law, Short title. 
1873."

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Board of visi- 2 — It shall be lawful for the Governor to constitute a 
pointmentfcon- Board of Visitors of the Lunatic Asylum, to consist of such 
^d"*o'"'ra'^*'^*' persons as he shall from time to time appoint, of whom three 
shall be a quorum. The Governor may from time to time 
add persons to and remove persons from the Board of Visi- 
tors as he may think fit, and may from time to time appoint 
any Member of the Board to be Chairman thereof. The Board 
of Visitors so constituted, and the Members thereof, shall 
have and exercise all the powers, duties, liberties, privileges, 
and rights by the New Lunatic Asylum Act, 1861, as 
amended by this Law, given to the Board of Visitors and the 
members thereof respectively therein mentioned.

lunatic is received shall belong ; and where any lunatic is sent 
to the Asylum under section 14 of the New Lunatic Asylum 
Act, 1861, such expenses and costs and allowances shall be 
charges against the poor rates of the parish from which the 
lunatic is sent. This section shall not apply in the case of any 
person received into the Lunatic Asylum before the passing 
of this Law.

the parish for which it was constituted) : And whereas it is 
doubtful whether such Municipal Boards are Corporations, or 
have any corporate powers, and especially whether they can 
make contracts, sue, and be sued, or acquire and hold property : 
And whereas it is desirable that Municipal Boards should be 
Corporations, and should be empowered, as such, to contract, 
and to sue, and be sued, and to acquire, hold, and dispose of 
property : Be it enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as 
follows : 

1 — The Municipal Boards of the several parishes of this Municipal 
Island are hereby created Corporations by their present names, corporationB!'^ 
and they shall be entitled to make contracts, and to sue, and 
be sued in such names, and to have a common seal, and to 
acquire, hold, and dispose of real and personal property.

Preamble. TTTHEREAS vessels and property have been damaged from 

y V the unskilfulness or misconduct of the Pilots in .charge 

of them whilst entering or leaving the ports of this Island :

A Law to Amend and Consolidate the Laws Relating to 

Harbours. 

I26th August, 1873.] 

WHEREAS it is desirahle to provide additional safe. Preamble, 
guards to vessels trading in or with, or touching at, 
any of the harhours or ports of this Island, and also to discour- 
age the use of mud and other similar substances as ballast for 
vessels, and to amend and consolidate the Acts and Laws re- 
lating to harbours : Be it enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, 
with the advice and consent of the Legislative Council there- 
of, as follows :

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JAMAICA— LAW 8 OF 1874. 

A Law in Aid of Law 6 of 1867. 

[21th May, 1874.] 

Preamble. "\7[7 HEREAS it is desirable to give additional powers to the 

VV Local Boards of Health of the several parishes of this 
Island : Be it enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council, as follows : 

Powers of Local 1 — If the Local Board of Health of any parish shall be of 
d^MLg'aM opinion, upon the certificate of any legally qualified Medical 
diainfecting Practitioner, that the cleansing and disinfecting of any house, 
ckaTherein." * or part thereof, and of any articles therein likely to retain 
infection, would tend to prevent or check infectious or con- 
tagious disease, it shall be the duty of the Local Board of 
Health to give notice, in writing, requiring the owner or 
occupier of such house, or part thereof," to cleanse and disin- 
fect the same as the case may require ; and if the person to 
whom notice is so given fail to comply therewith within the 
time specified in the notice, he shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than one shilling, and not exceeding ten shillings, 
for every day during which he continues to make default; 
and the Local Board of Health shall cause such house, or part 
thereof, to be cleansed and disinfected, and may recover the 
expenses incurred from the owner or occupier in default in a 
summary manner ; whien the owner or occupier of any such 
house, or part thereof, as is referred to in this section, is, from 
poverty or otherwise, unable, in the opinion of the Local 
Board of Health, effectually to carry out the requirements of 
this section, such Local Board may, without enforcing such 
requirements on such owner or occupier, at its own expense 
cleanse and disinfect such house, or part thereof, and any 
articles therein likely to retain infection.

any public conveyance shall be required to convey any person 
so suffering until they shall have been first paid a sum sufli- 
cient to cover all such losses and expenses. 

4 — "Where an hospital or place for the reception of the sick Powers as to 
is provided within the parish of a Local Board, any Justice hoTpUaUn" 
may, with the consent of the superintending Body or Ofllcer ^^cted persons.

JAMAICA— LAW 9 OF 1874. 

A Law to Make Provision for the Erection and Regalation 
of Markets throughout the Island.* 

[Ist July, 1874.] 

WHEREAS it is desirable to make provision for the Preamble, 
erection of Markets at suitable places throughout the 
Island : And whereas it may become necessary from time to 
time to advance money from the Public Treasury for such 
purpose, and it is also desirable to consolidate and amend the

Laws relating to Markets elsewhere tlian in Kingston : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1 — This Law may be cited in all cases as " The General 
Markets Law, 1874."

2 — This Law shall not extend to any part of the Parish of 
Kingston, except the town of Port Eoyal. 

3— Law 13 of 1871, 9 Victoria, chapter 38, 10 Victoria, 
chapter 30, 21 Victoria, chapter 12, and section 50 of Law 8 
of 1866, are hereby repealed : Provided, that such repeal 
shall not aifect the consequences of any act or omission that 
has already taken place, or any right, liability, or right of 
procedure on any proceedings already commenced in respect 
of such act or omission.

A Law to Make Further Provision in Aid of the Kingston 
Markets Law, 18tt9, and to Amend Law 15 of 1872.

WHEREAS it is expedient to make further provision in Preamble. 
aid of the Kingston Markets Law, 1869, and to amend 
Law 15 of 1872 : Be it enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, 
with the advice and consent of the Legislative Council there- 
of, as follows :

2 — The Acts 9 Victoria, chapter 38, 10 Victoria, chapter 30, ^^v^^^ of vari- 
and 21 Victoria, chapter 12, and section 50 of Law 8 of 1866, ° ^ * ' 
so far as they respectively relate to or affect Kingston, and 
the Act 27 Victoria, session 1, chapter 10, and sections 9, 10, 
and 17 of Law 15 of 1872, are hereby repealed, without pre- 
judice however to. acts done, fees or licenses payable, or pen- 
alties incurred, under the said repealed Acts, and sections, 
and which said fees and penalties may be recovered and en- 
forced in all respects as if this Law had not been passed. 

3 — It shall be lawful for the Commissioners under the Power to license 
Kingston Markets Law, 1869, in their discretion, to grant speoffio°articles° 
from time to time licenses to any person or persons desiring 
to establish in Kingston a shop or shops for the sale of fresh 
meat, poultry, game, fresh fish, turtle, vegetables, ground pro-

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JAMAICA— LAW 13 OF 1874. 

A Law to Consolidate and Establish the Trusts of Certain 
Congregations of Voluntary Eeligionists, Established 
and to be Established in this Island in Connexion with 
the Baptist Missionary Society in England. 

I22nd July, 1874.] 

WHEREAS on the 2iid day of October, in the year 1792, I'wa^We. 
at Kettering, in the County of Northampton, in that 
part of Great Britain called England, certain Ministers of the 
Gospel and others of the denomination or profession of Pro- 
testant Dissenters, called Particular Baptists ; that is to say, 
the Reverend John Ryland, Reynold Hogg, John Sutcliff, 
Andrew Euller, Abraham Greenwood, Edward Sharman, 
Joshua Burton, Samuel Pearce, Thomas Blundell, William 
Heighton, John Eayres, and Joseph Timms, by certain reso- 
lutions under their respective hands, did agree to act in 
Society for propagating the Gospel among the heathen : 

And whereas, under the auspices of the said Society, and of 
benevolent individuals in England and elsewhere, several 
missions have been established in divers countries and places 
abroad, and particularly in this Island of Jamaica, and the 
said Society hath ever since continued in existence and opera- 
tion, and is now represented by its Agents and Missionaries 
in this Island : 

And whereas, on the 27th day of April, in the year 1843, 
at Exeter Hall, in the County of Middlesex, in England, at a 
general meeting there held of the said Society, a plan and 
certain regulations were adopted and established as the plan 
and regulations of the said Society, and in particular it was 
declared and resolved that the name by which the said Society 
had been and was designated, was " The Particular Baptist 

issionary Society for propagating the Gospel among the 
Heathen," or "The Baptist Missionary Society:" 
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And whereas, in pursuance and in accordance with the said 
regulations, a certain model deed has been adopted and 
approved for use in conveying and transferring the chapels 
and premises connected with the said Society, whereby all the 
lands, hereditaments, and chapels, and appurtenances of the 
said Baptist Missionary Society in this Island were intended 
to be and become thenceforth vested in the persons named 
and described as Trustees in such deeds, upon the trusts 
expressed in the said model deed : 

And whereas, on the memorial or petition of the said 
Society, by Joseph Tritton, of Lombard street, London, Trea- 
surer thereof, Edward Bean Under hill. Doctor of Laws, Secre- 
tary thereof, and other persons in England, members of the 
committee of the said Baptist Missionary Society in England, 
and of the Beverends James Mursell Phillippo, John Clarke, 
Walter Dendy, and John Edward Henderson, and other per- 
sons severally resident in this Island, Trustees of the said 
Baptist Missionary Society in this Island, bearing date the 
twelfth day of July, in the year 1871, it has been described 
and shown among other things to the effect following ; that 
is to say : — 

1^ — That the several lots or parcels of land, with the chapels 
and buildings thereon, severally mentioned in the schedule 
marked B, to this Law annexed, are now vested in certain 
persons whose names are severally mentioned and referred to 
in the schedule marked 0, to this Law annexed, and in the 
survivors of them, as Trustees in trust for certain purposes 
in connection with the said Baptist Missionary Society. 

2 — That the trusts therein referred to, though intended for 
the benefit of the Baptist denomination, are inconsistent with 
the principles of the said Baptist denomination. 

S^That it is the desire of the Congregations and Bodies in 
Jamaica, for whose benefit such trusts were created and exist, 
as well as of the Trustees in whom the properties are now vested, 
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and of the Pastors of such Congregations, and of the said Bap- 
tist Missionary Society, at whose instance and by whose instrn- 
mentality they were established, that the said trusts should 
be made uniform, and be settled and declared in conformity 
with the rights of the people called Baptists, comprising such 
Congregations as now by Law established. 

4 — That the trusts contained or mentioned in the said model 
deed are approved by the Congregations of the said Societies, 
and by the persons whose names are undersigned to the said 
Memorial, being all the surviving Trustees of the aforesaid 
properties of and in connection with the said Baptist mission 
in this Island. 

And whereas, the several statements in the Memorial last 
aforesaid and hereinbefore partly set forth, have been proved 
and established to the satisfaction of the Governor and Council 
of this Island. 

And whereas the said Memorialists, and others the cestui 
que trusts and persons in whom all the legal and beneficial 
interest in the said trust properties are now vested, are 
desirous to save the. expense of separate conveyances and 
separate trust deeds of the said properties, upon the appoint- 
ment of new Trustees thereof, and the declaration of altered 
trusts under the circumstances last aforesaid, and also are 
desirous that all the said properties and trusts should be and 
become by Legislative enactment vested in the several per- 
sons mentioned and described in the schedule marked D, to 
this Law annexed, and in the survivors and survivor of them. 

And whereas it is desirable to assimilate and consolidate the 
trusts of the property of the said Baptist Missionary Society, 
and of the Societies connected therewith in this Island, and 
it is expedient and reasonable for that purpose that the trusts 
of the property of the said Society and Churches in this Island 
should be consolidated and placed on a firmer basis under 
Legislative protection. 
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And whereas in the schedule marked A, to this Law annexed, 
are contained and set forth the trusts and provisions of the 
said model deed, with such additions thereto as were found 
necessary in order to meet the varied circumstances of each 
property included in schedule B hereto annexed : Be it there- 
fore enacted, and it is hereby enacted by the Governor of 
Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council, as follows :

1 — All lands, tenements, and hereditaments in this Island, 
mentioned or referred to in schedule B to this Law, which, 
by virtue of any deeds of transfer of property, have hereto- 
fore been vested in any persons, or body of persons, in trust 
for uses of the Voluntary Society or Body of Protestant 
Religionists in this Island, called the Baptist Missionary 
Society, or for the use of any Churches or Body of E-eligion- 
ists in this Island called Particular Baptists, in connection 
with the Baptist Missionary Society in England, and which 
have not been sold or otherwise alienated, and all deeds and 
declarations in any wise relating to the said property and 
trusts in this Island are, and forthwith shall, by virtue of

and hereditaments conveyed by any of the deeds of trust or 
appointments held by any person or persons in trust for and 
in connection with the said Society, or any of its churches 
and chapels in this Island, referred to in, or claiming the 
benefit of this Law, and to distrain or sue for any rents, or 
arrears of rent due in respect thereof, and also to bring, pros- 
ecute, or maintain, or to defend any other action or proceed- 
ing in respect thereof, or in relation to the said lands, here- 
ditaments, and chapels or appurtenances, or any of them, or 
any trespass or encroachment committed thereon, or injury 
done thereto. 
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6 — For the purposes of this Law, any letter or power of Effect of pow- 
attorney granted and purporting to be made and granted by executed unde^ 
any persons therein described, and describing themselves as ^^'^ ■^^^■ 
members of the committee, or as Secretary of the said Bap- 
tist Missionary Society in England, duly proved under seal, 
in due form of Law, shall be prima facie evidence of the offi- 
cial status of the parties granting the same, and also evidence 
of the facts therein stated, in all Courts of Justice and else- 
where in this Island, saving just exceptions. 

7 — In all pleadings and proceedings under this Law, and Short title. 
for all purposes of record and evidence, this Law may be de- 
scribed as "The Baptist Missionary Society's Trust Law, 

1874." 

8 — Nothing herein contained shall affect, or be deemed to Reservation of 
affect, the rights of her Majesty the Queen, her heirs or sue- crowf and°per-^ 
cessors, or of any Bodies Politic or Corporate, or other per- ^™^ ""* "*®"' 
son or persons, except such as are mentioned in this Law, and 
those claiming by, from, or under them. 



SCHEDULE A. 

DECLARATION OF TRUSTS, POWERS, AND PROVI- 
SIONS, UNDER AND SUBJECT TO WHICH PROP- 
ERTIES ARE TO BE HELD. 

But nevertheless upon the trusts, and to and for the intents 
and purpeses hereinafter expressed, declared, and contained 
of and concerning the same ; that is to say, upon trust that 
the Trustees or Trustee for the time being, with and out of 
the moneys which are now, or which hereafter may be pos- 
sessed by them or him for that purpose, and as soon as con- 
veniently may be, shall and do erect and build upon the trust 
hereditaments and premises, or convert the buildings now 
standing thereon into a chapel or place of religious worship, 
dwelling house, vestry room, and school, and other offices, 
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conveniences, and appurtenances, or any , or either of them 
respectively, as and in such manner as the said Trustees or 
Trustee for the time being shall from time to time deem ex- 
pedient or necessary, and from time to time repair, 
alter, enlarge, and rebuild the chapel, and other buildings 
now thereon, or hereafter to be built thereon, as may be 
deemed expedient, or, if deemed desirable or necessary, to set 
apart the trust, hereditaments, and premises, or any part 
thereof, as a Burial Ground. 

And upon further trust, from time to time, and at all times 
after the erection or completion of any chapel thereon, 
whether already erected or hereafter to be built, to permit 
the said chapel to be iTsed, occupied, and enjoyed solely as a 
place for the religious worship and service of God, and for 
preaching the Gospel, and expounding the Holy Scriptures ac- 
cording to the doctrines and usages professed and observed by 
the body of Christians known in England, as "Particular Bap- 
tists," and to permit any dwelling house erected or to be 
erected thereon, to be used and occupied as a residence for 
the Minister of the chapel to or with which the same is or 
may be for the time being appendant or connected, or. other- 
wise to be let, as the major part of the members of the church 
assembling in the said chapel with which the same is connect- 
ed, or to which it is appendant, shall at any church meet- 
ing duly convened from time to time direct : And also toper- 
m.it any vestry room, school room, and other conveniences 
respectively for the time being erected on the said piece of 
ground, to be used, occupied, and enjoyed respectively, accord- 
ing to the nature of such conveniences respectively, by the 
church from time to time assembling in the chapel to or with 
which the same is,are, or may be for the time being appendant 
or connected, or as they shall direct ; and also to permit and 
suffer such portions of the said trust premises as are or may 
be appropriated for the purposes of a Burial Ground to be 
used as^ such by the Minister, oflB.cers, and members of the 
' chapel with which it has hitherto been or may be appendant 
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or connected : And upon further trust from time to time to 
permit sucli person or persons as shall be nominated by the 
said church assembling in the said chapel, or by the major 
part of the members of such church, at any church meeting 
for that purpose duly assembled, to receive and take all such 
voluntary subscriptions and other sums of money as shall 
from time to time be paid or subscribed by any person or per- 
sons whomsoever, towards the support of the worship of God 
in the said chapel, and for defraying the expenses and charges 
attending the same, or the schools from time to time connect- 
ed therewith : And also to permit to officiate in the said 
chapel such person or persons of the denomination of Chris- 
tians known in England as "Particular Baptists," as the 
major part of the members for the time being of the said 
church, assembling in the said chapel, at a meeting duly con- 
vened for that purpose, shall from time to time elect to offi- 
ciate as their Minister or Pastor in the said chapel, according 
to the usual order and customs of churches of the denomina- 
tion aforesaid in England. 

Provided always^ that in case any dispute or question shall 
at any time arise whether the doctrines and usages, or any of 
them, from time to time taught, maintained, or practiced in 
the said chapel, or in any part of the said trust premises or 
their appurtenances, are or is in conformity with the doctrines 
or usages respectively of the said denomination of Particu- 
lar Baptists in England or not, it shall be lawful for the com- 
mittee of the said Baptist Missionary Society, if they think 
fit, from time to time to decide such question, and their 
decision thereon, signified in writing under the hand of- their 
Secretary or Secretaries for the time being, shall be binding 
and conclusive on such dispute or question. 

Provided also, that until a school-room or school-rooms shall 
be erected or provided on the said piece of ground, or some part 
thereof, it shall be lawful for the said Trustees or Trustee for 
the time being to permit a Sunday or other school or schools 
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to be conducted in the said chapel, but at such hours and times 
only as shall not interfere with the religious services to be 
held therein. 

Provided further, that of every meeting of the members 
of the said church for the purposes aforesaid, there shall be 
public notice given in the said chapel on the Sunday preced- 
ins: such meetinsj, durinsr the time of Divine service, and that 
no such meeting shall be held earlier than the Wednesday 
succeeding such Sunday, and that all the Members of the said 
church, both male and female, shall be entitled to vote at 
everv such meeting.

And upon this farther trust, that the said Trustees or 
Trustee for the time being shall, at any time when thereunto 
requested by the committee for the time being of the said Bap- 
tist Missionary Society, such request to be signified in writ- 
ing, under the hand of their Secretary or Secretaries for the 
time being, convey and assure the said trust estate, freed and 
discharged of and from all the trusts and powers expressed 
and declared in and by these presents, unto such p'erson or 
persons. Body or Bodies Corporate, and upon and for such 
trust, intents, and purposes, and with, under, and subject to 
such joowers, provisoes, conditions, and agreeinents as shall be 
nominated and approved by the major part of the members 
for the time being of the chvirch assembling at the said 
chapel, testified by some deed or instrument in writing, 
signed, sealed, and delivered by the Pastor of the said church, 
which deed or instrument in writing, so signed, sealed, and 
delivered, it is hereby declared and agreed shall be conclusive 
evidence of such nomination and approval as aforesaid, to all 
intents and purposes. 

And upon this further trust, that the said Trustees or Trustee 
for the time being shall, at any time or times when thereunto 
requested by the committee for the time being of the said 
Baptist Missionary Society, such request to be signified in, 
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writing under the liand, of tlieir Secretary or Secretaries for 
the time heing, absolutely make sale of the said trust estates, 
or of such part or parts thereof respecting which such request 
in writing as aforesaid shall have been made, by public 
auction or by private contract, and in such manner as the 
committee for the time being of the said Baptist Missionary 
Society shall deem most expedient, and convey the same 
trust estates, when sold, to the person or persons who shall 
agree to become the purchaser or purchasers thereof, freed 
and discharged from the trusts hereby declared, and also, at 
any time or times, at such request as aforesaid, convey the 
said trust estates, or any part thereof, to any person or per- 
sons in exchange for or in lieu of other hereditaments. 

And upon this further trust. That the said Trustees or 
Trustee for the time being shall stand and be seized of the 
hereditaments (if any) which shall be taken in exchange as 
aforesaid, upon the same or the like trusts, and to and for 
the same and the like ends, intents, and purposes as are 
hereinbefore expressed and declared, or as near thereto as 
may be, and the nature of the hereditaments to be so taken 
in exchange, and the purposes for which they shall be taken 
in exchange will admit. 

And upon this further trust. That the said Trustees or 
Trustee for the time being shall stand joossessed of the money 
which from time to time shall be received on any sale or 
exchange which shall be made under the trust hereinbefore 
declared upon trust, in the first place to retain to and reim- 
burse himself and themselves respectively all costs, charges, 
and expenses lawfully incurred by him or them in or about 
the execution of the trusts of these presents, or any of 
them, and in the next place to dispose of the surplus, if any, 
in such manner and for such purpose as the committee for 
the time being of the said Baptist Missionary Society, by any 
writing under the hand of their Secretary for the time being 
shall direct : And the said parties to these presents do hereby 
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respectively agree that the person or persons who shall be- 
come the purchaser or purchasers of all or any part of the 
said trust estates, his, her, or their heirs, executors, admin- 
istrators, or assigns, shall not be obliged to inquire into the 
authority of the Trustees for the time being to proceed to 
any sale or sales, or to execute any conveyance or convey- 
ances of the said trust premises, nor to see to the applica- 
tion of the money paid by him, her, or them respectively as 
the consideration of such purchase or purchases, nor be 
answerable or accountable for the misapplication or non-ap- 
plication of the same money, or any part thereof, after the 
same shall have been paid to, or to the order of the said Trus- 
tee or Trustees for the time being under these presents. And 
that every receipt which shall be given by the said Trustee 
or Trustees for the time being for such purchase-money, or 
any part thereof, shall be a good, valid, and sufficient acquit- 
tance and discharge for the sum or sums of money which 
therein or thereby respectively shall be acknowledged or 
expressed to have been received. And that every sale which 
shall be made, and contract for such sale which shall be 
entered into, and conveyance which shall be executed, by the 
said Trustee or Trustees for the time being, pursuant to the 
trust hereinbefore declared, shall be binding and conclusive 
on all persons claiming any benefit or interest under the 
trust hereinbefore contained. 

Provided further, and it is hereby directed, That when and 
so often as it shall seem expedient to the committee of the 
said Baptist Missionary Society to appoint any new Trustee 
of these presents, either for the purpose of filling up any 
vacancy or vacancies occasioned by the death, incapacity, or 
refusal to act of any of the Trustees for the time being of 
these presents, or for the purpose of increasing the number 
of Trustees for the time being of these presents to any greater 
number (whether more or less than the number of original 
Trustees), or for any other reason, it shall be lawful for the 
. committee of the said Baptist Missionary Society for the time 
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being, by any writing signed by the Secretary or Secretaries 
of the said Society, to nominate one or more person or per- 
sons, Body Corporate or Bodies Corporate, to be Trustees, or 
a Trustee of the said trust, hereditaments, and premises, and 
thereupon the said trust, hereditaments, and premises shall 
forthwith be legally and effectually conveyed and assured 
to, and vested in, such new and such surviving and continuing 
Trustees jointly, or to and in such new Trustees wholly, 
as the case may be, upon such and the same trusts, and to and 
for such and. the same ends, intents, and purposes, and with, 
under, and subject to such and the same powers, provisoes, 
declarations, and agreements, as are contained in these pres- 
ents, or such of them as shall be then subsisting or capable 
of taking effect, and to, for, and upon no other use, trust, 
and intent or purpose whatsoever : Provided further, and the 
said parties to these presents do hereby agree that, in case 
the said Baptist Missionary Society shall at any time here- 
after be incorporated, the several rights, powers, duties, and 
privileges hereinbefore granted or reserved to the committee 
of the said Baptist Missionary Society respectively, or their 
Secretary, shall be enjoined and exercised by the governing 
or directing Body of such Incorporated Society, or their Sec- 
retary respectively.

A Law to Compel the Attendance of Jurors and Witnesses 
at Coroners' Inquests. 

\pth August, 1874. J 

WHEREAS great difficulty and delay are frequently Preamble, 
occasioned by tlie non-attendance of jurors and wit- 
nesses summoned to attend tlie Coroner or person appointed 
to hold an inquest or taking an inquest : Be it therefore 
enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with, the advice and 
consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows :

Preambl*. TTTHEREAS under 'the tMrd section of the Act 9tli "Vic- 

V V toria, chapter 39, and under the third section of the 
Act 8th Victoria, chapter 38, certain official persons were ap- 
pointed Trustees of the Eectors' and the Island Curates' 
Punds respectively : 

And whereas in consequence of alterations in the constitu- 
tion of this Island and of recent legislation the numher of the

A Law to Enable Coroners to Admit to Bail Persons 
Charged with Manslaughter. 

11th April, 1875.] 

Preamble. TT THERE AS inconvenience and expense have been occa- 
T Y sioned by the inability of Coroners to admit to bail 
persons charged by the verdict of a Coroner's Jury with the 
offence of manslaughter : Be it enacted by the Governor of 
Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council thereof, as follows : 

Power to Coro- 1 — In cvcry casa in which a Coroner's Jury shall have 
bail persOTB ° fouud a vcrdict of manslaughter against any person or persons, 
charged with j^ ^\y^\\ }qq lawful for the Coroner of the district to accept 
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bail, if he shall think fit, with good and sufficient sureties manslaughter

for the appearance of the person so charged with the oflfenee Jury, 
of manslaughter at the next Circuit Court to be holden in 
and for the parish or the portion of a parish within which 
the inquest was taken ; and thereupon such person, if in 
custody of any Bailiff or other officer of the Coroner's Court, 
or in any prison under a warrant of commitment issued by 
such Coroner, or by his deputy, shall be discharged there- 
from.

[Ith April, 1875.] 

WHEREAS it is desirable to make provision for the Preamble, 
granting of pensions to the widows and orphans of Pub- 
lic Officers in this Island: Be it enacted by the Governor of 
Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the Legislative Coun- 
cil thereof, as follows : 

1 — This Law may be cited as "The Civil Service Widows' Short title, 
and Orphans' Fund Law, 1875." 

2 — In this Law the term "Public Officer" means any per- interpretation 
son for the time being holding a permanent appointment in the """' 
Civil Service of Jamaica, and receiving salary or fees ; and the 
term "Associate" means any Public Officer for the time being 
on the register as a contributor to the fund. The provisions 
of this Law shall not extend or apply to the Governor of the 
Island, or to any Private Secretary of the Governor. 

3 — An Association shall be formed for providing pensions Association;

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JAMAICA— LAW 14 OF 1875. 



A Law Relating to Wrecks, Casualties to Ships, and 
^aivage.J 

[8th May, 1875.] 

WHEREAS it is desirable to provide more efficiently for Preamble, 
the protection of Wrecks, and to regulate proceedings 
and salvage in cases of Wrecks and casualties, to ships on or 
near the coasts of this Island, or of any of its Dependencies : 
Be it enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1 — This Law may be cited as " The Wreck and Salvage Short tiUe. 
Law, 1875." It extends to this Island of Jamaica, the Turks Where in force, 
and Caicos Islands, the Cayman Islands, and other the Cays 
and Islands on this Island depending.

2 — The Act 53 George III. chapter 25, is hereby repealed. ^ 

3 — In this Law the term "Commissioner" means the Oomi'^ 
missioner or other Officer administering the Local Govern- 
ment in any Dependency of Jamaica; the term "Consular 
Officer" includes any Consul, Vice Consul, and Consular 
Agent, and any person for the time being discharging the 
duties of Consul, Vice Consul, or Consular Agent ; the term 
" Receiver" means any person appointed in pursuance of this 
Law Receiver of Wreck ; the term "person" includes Body 
Corporate; the term "ship" includes every description o,f 
vessel used in navigation not propelled by oars ; the teTJ^

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Powers of Re- g — "Whenever any such accident as aforesaid occurs to any 
press plunder ship or boat, and any person plunders, creates disorder, or ob- 
force''"°'^^^^ ^^ structs the preservation of such ship, boat, lives, or cargo as 
aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Receiver to cause such 
person to be apprehended, and to use force for the suppres- 
sion of any such plundering, disorder, or obstruction as afore- 
said, with power to command all her Majesty's subjects to 
assist him in the use of such force ; and if any person is killed, 
maimed, or hurt by reason of his resisting the Receiver in 
the execution of the duties hereby committed to him, or any 
person acting under his order, such Receiver or other person 
shall be free and fully indemnified as well against the 
Queen's Majesty, her heirs and successors, as against all 
persons so killed, maimed, or hurt. 

Certain officers 9 — During the absence of the Receiver from the place 
ersrf^Receiver where any such accident as aforesaid occurs, or in places 
in his absence, where no Receiver has been appointed under this Law, the 
following oflQ.cers in succession, each in the absence of the 
other, in the order in which they are named, that is to say, 
any principal Officer of Customs, or Officer of Island Revenue, 
and also any Justice of the Peace, Commissioned Officer on 
full pay in the Naval Service of her Majesty, or Commissioned

36 — Upon delivery of wreck, or of the proceeds of wreck 
by any E-eceiver to any person in pursuance of the provisions 
of this Law, such Receiver shall be discharged from all lia- 
bility in respect thereof, but such delivery shall not be deemed 
to prejudice or affect any question concerning the right or 
title to the said wreck which may be raised by third parties, 
nor shall any such delivery prejudice or affect any question 
concerning the title to the soil on which the wreck may have 
been found. 

UNCLAIMED WRECK. 

37 — If no owner establishes his claim to wreck found at 
any place before the expiration of a year from the date at 
which the same has come into the possession of the Receiver, 
the Receiver shall forthwith sell the same, and after pay- 
ment of all expenses attending such sale, and deducting 
from the proceeds thereof his fees and all expenses (if any) 
incurred by him, and paying to the salvors such amount of 
salvage as the Governor or the Commissioner may in each 
case or by any general rule determine, pay the residue into 
the Treasury of this Island, or of the Dependency in which 
such wreck was found (as the case may be) in such manner as 
the Governor or the Commissioner may direct, and the same 
shall be carried to and form part of the Revenue of this 
Island, or of such Dependency. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

38— Whenever any articles belonging to or forming part of 
any foreign ship which has been wrecked on or near the coasts 
of this Island, or of any of the Cays or Islands being Dependen- 
cies thereof, or belonging to or forming part of the cargo of 
any such ship,' are found on or near such coasts, or are brought 
into any port in this Island, or of any of the territories thereof, 
the Consular Ofl&cer of the country to which such ship, or in 
the case of cargo, to which the owners of such cargo may have 
belonged, shall, in the absence of the owner of such ship 
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or articles, and of the Master, or other agent of the owner, be 
deemed to he the agent of the owner so far as relates to the 
custody and disposal of such articles. 

39 — In cases where services are rendered by Ofl&cers of the Eemuneration 
Customs in watching or protecting shipwrecked property, offloers°for pro- 
then, unless it can be shown that such services have been tecting wreck, 
declined by the owner of such property or his agent at the 
time they were tendered, or that salvage has been claimed 
and awarded for such services, the owner of the shipwrecked 
property shall pay, in respect of the said services, remunera- 
tion according to a scale to be fixed by the Governor, so how- 
ever that such scale shall not exceed any scale by which^ay- 
ment to Ofl&cers of the Customs for extra duties in the ordinary 
service of the Customs is for the time being regulated ; and 
such remuneration shall be recoverable by the same means, 
and shall be paid to the same persons, and accounted for and 
applied in the same manner as fees received by Receivers 
appointed under this Law. 

40 — All wreck being foreign goods brought or coming Duty on foreign 
into this Island, or any of the harbours thereof, shall 
be subject to the same duties as if the same were imported 
into this Island or such territories thereof respectively ;

42— Whenever any ship or boat is stranded or otherwise in 
distress on or near the coasts of this Island, or of any Island 
or Cay being a Dependency thereof, and such ship or boat, or 
any part of the cargo or apparel thereof, is plundered, dam- 
aged, or destroyed by any persons riotously and tumultuously 
assembled together, whether on shore or afloat, full compen- 
sation shall be made to the owner of such ship, boat, cargo, 
or apparel, as follows; (that is to say), 

In this Island, by the inhabitants of the parish in or 
nearest to which the said offence is committed : 

In any Dependency of this Island, by the inhabitants of 
the parish, township, or district in the nature of a 
parish, by whatever name denominated, within such 
Dependency, in or nearest to which such oflFence is 
committed ; or if there be no such district within the 
same, then by the inhabitants of such Dependency : 

And such compensation shall be recoverable by action to 
be brought by the persons damnified by such plundering, 
damage, or destruction, in manner following ; (that is to 
say), 

If the said oflPence is committed on or near the coasts of 
this Island, such action shall be brought in the Su- 
preme Court of Judicature of this Island, against the 
Municipal Board of the parish in or nearest to which 
such offence is committed. 

If the said offence is committed on or near the coasts of 
any Dependency of this Island, such action shall be 
brought in the Court exercising superior civil jurisdic- 
tion in such Dependency, against any two or more 
Justices of the Peace acting in or for such Depen- 
dency, or in or for the parish, township, or district 
within the same (as the case may be), in or nearest to 
which such offence is committed : 
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Provided that no such action shall be brought unless the 
same is commenced within three calendar months after the 
offence is committed. 

43 — Whenever the plaintiff in any such action as aforesaid ^**^5 *° ^^ »«■ 
shall recover judgment, whether after verdict or by default vied to pay 
or otherwise, such judgment shall not be enforced by execu- jl^^enta^and 
tion, but the amount of the damages recovered by such costs recovered, 
action, and of the costs thereof, shall be paid and raised in cases expenses 
manner following; (that is to say), ' aS"^'°^ 

If the said judgment is given against the Municipal 
JBoard of any parish of this Island, such amount as 
aforesaid, together with the necessary expenses in- 
curred by such Board in consequence of such action 
(if the same shall have been defended with the sanc- 
tion of the Governor but not otherwise), shall, on the 
application of such Board, and on the warrant of the 
Governor, be advanced and paid by the Island Treas- 
urer out of monies which shall then be in his hands, 
or which shall come into his hands to the credit of 
such Board ; and for the repayment of all monies so 
advanced or to be so advanced, it shall be lawful for 
such Municipal Board to assess, from time to time, 
when and as it may be necessary, an extraordinary 
rate upon the annual value of all property within 
their parish assessable for the relief of the poor, and 
all such property shall be liable for every such rate, 
and every such rate shall state when it is payable, and 
shall be published in the "Jamaica Gazette" at least 
twenty-one days before the day on which it is payable ; 
and the amount of such rate shall be paid to the Col- 
lector of Taxes, to. be by him paid over to the Treas- 
urer to the credit of the said Board ; and the Collector 
of Taxes is hereby required to receive such rate, and 
in default of payment to proceed for the recovery 
thereof in the sa^me manner in all respects as he 
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proceeds under any Law for the time being in force for 
the recovery of the poor rate; and the persons and pro- 
perty liable to the poor rate shall be the persons and 
property liable to rates under this Law : 

If the said judgment is recovered against any Justices 
so acting as aforesaid in or for any Dependency of 
this Island, or for any parish, township, or district 
within any such Dependency, such amount as afore- 
said, together with the necessary expenses incurred by 
such Justices in consequence of such action (if the 
same shall have been defended with the sanction of 
the Governor, or of the Commissioner in such Depen- 
dency, but not otherwise), shall, on the application of 
such Justices, and on the order of such Commissioner, 
be advanced and paid by the Public Treasurer of such 
Dependency, out of the public monies which shall then 
be in his hands, or which shall come into his hands ; 
and the sums of money so paid or to be so paid as 
aforesaid shall be estimated and stated as a separate 
item in the estimate of expenditure of such Depen- 
dency, or of such parish, township, or district within a 
Dependency, (as the case maybe), for the year or the 
succeeding year to that in which damages shall be so 
recovered, and such damages, costs, and expenses shall 
be allowed and provided for as part of the parochial 
or local expenditure of such Dependency, parish, 
township, or district for such year.

Shall, in addition to any other penalty or punishment he may 
be subject to under this or any other Act or Law, for each 
such offence incur a penalty 'not exceeding fifty pounds ; and 
every person not being a Receiver, or a person hereinbefore 
authorized to take the command in cases of ships being 
stranded or in distress, or not acting under the orders of such 
Receiver or person, who, without the leave of the Master, 
endeavours to board any such ship or boat as aforesaid, shall, 
for each offence, incur a penalty not exceeding fifty pounds ; 
and it shall be lawful for the Master of such ship or boat to 
repel by force any such person so attempting to board the 
same.

A Law for Transferring to the Government of Jamaica 
Certain Lands Known as the Spanish Town Alms 
House, in Exchange for Certain other Lands Known as 
Mulberry Garden. 

lUh May, 1875.] 

WHEREAS by the Act 56th George III. chapter 22, cer- Preamble, 
tain lands and buildings in the town of Saint Jago de la 
Vega, theretofore the property of the public, were vested in 
the Justices and Vestrymen of the Parish of Saint Catherine, 
and their successors the Justices and Vestrymen of the said 
parish for the time being for ever, for the purpose of erect- 
ing the same into a Poor House for the accommodation of the 
paupers of the said parish, or of other such transient poor 
and distressed persons as might be passing through the said 
Town of Saint Jago de la Vega, now called Spanish Town: 
And whereas the trusts by the said Act created were carried 
out, and the said land and buildings have long been used for 
the purpose aforesaid, and are known as the Spanish Town 
Alms House, and now consist of all those premises in Spanish 
Town, in the Parish of Saint Catherine, known by the name 
of the Spanish Town Alms House, many years ago used as a 
bfirrack for light dragoons, and binding and extending South 
on a lane, one hundred and fifty-five feet. East on Wbite 
Church Street, two hundred and eighty-five feet. West on 
King Street, two hundred and eighty-two feet, and North on 
a wall, one hundred and seventy-three feet : And whereas the 
said Act was repealed by Law 19 of 1873, but without prejudice 
to any right or title already acquired or accrued thereunder, or 
to any existing trusts : And whereas other lands in Spanish 
Town aforesaid, known as Mulberry Garden, have been pur- 
chased by the Government of Jamaica for the purposes of an 
AJm^.House premises in the place of the first described pre- 
mises,, which are required for general government purposes : 
Be it enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice and 
pon^ejaliof the Legislative Council thereof,, as follows :

1 — The said lands and buildings situate in Spanish Town

such public purposes as the Governor of Jamaica shall from

JAMAICA— LAW 16 OF 1875. 

A Law Eelating to the Easington Parish Lands. 

I8th May, 1875.] 

WHEREAS by Indenture recorded in the Island Secre- 
tary's Office in Libro 794, Folio 77 of deeds, all that 
land and the hereditaments then called Easington Pen, situate 
in the then Parish of Saint David, containing by estimation 
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two hundred acres, be the same more Or less, and bounded 
North-Easterly by theYallahs River, and Southerly and South- 
westerly on land then lately belonging to James Nicholson, 
then deceased, were, for the pecuniary consideration therein 
mentioned, granted, conveyed, and assured unto and to the 
use of James Brydon, Hugh Fraser Leslie, and George Wright, 
their heirs and assigns, but nevertheless upon trust for the 
use of the said Parish of Saint David for ever thereafter : And 
whereas by a further Indenture, recorded in the Island Secre- 
tary's OflBlce in Libro 928, Folio 210, after reciting the deaths 
of the said James Brydon and George Wright, and that at a 
Vestry held in and for the Parish of Saint David on the 19th day 
of May, 1855, it was resolved, mter alia, that Hugh Praser 
Leslie the surviving Trustee under the first mentioned Inden- 
ture, being permanently resident in Scotland, new Trustees 
be appointed, and that the said Hugh Praser Leslie be re- 
quested to convey the said lands to the said new Trustees, their 
heirs and assigns, for the use of the said parish, it was wit- 
nessed that the said Hugh Praser Leslie conveyed the said 
Easington Pen lands unto and to the use of the Reverend 
Heneage Girod, Robert Paterson, John Nunes, and James 
Porteous (the Trustees nominated by the said Vestry), their 
heirs and assigns for ever, but upon trust nevertheless for the 
use of the said Parish of Saint David, and to be held, leased, 
demised, sold, applied, or disposed of for such purposes and in 
such manner as the Justices and Vestry of the said parish 
should from time to time direct or appoint : And whereas the 
said Heneage Girod, Robert Paterson, John Nunes, and 
James Porteous have respectively departed this life : And 
whereas under Law 20 of 1869 the Parish of Saint David 
ceased to exist as a parish, and the greater portion of the 
Parish of Saint Thomas in the East and the said Parish of 
Saint David were united and constituted one parish under 
the name of the Parish of Saint Thomas : And whereas persons 
are occupying certain portions of the said land as tenants and 
otherwise, and technical difiBiculties, arising from the circum- 
stances aforesaid, prevent the enforcement of outstanding 
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claims for rent and occupation; and it is desirable to vest the 
said lands and hereditaments in the Municipal Board of the 
said parish for the purposes hereinafter mentioned : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Grovernor of Jamaica, with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as fol- 
lows :

JAMAICA— LAW 17 OF 1875. 

A Law for the Establishment and Eegulation of Fire 
Brigades where Required. 

[8^ May, 1875.] 

WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the establish- Preamble, 
ment of Eire Brigades in certain towns and districts : 
Be it therefore enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as 
follows :

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1 — This Law may be cited for all purposes as the " Pire 
Brigade Law, 1875." 

2 — The word " owner," as used in this Law, shall mean and 
include the occupier or tenant as well as the person or per- 
sons to whom the premises belong. 

3 — It shall be lawful for the Municipal Board of each 
parish from time to time by resolution to define, for the pur- 
poses of this Law, the limits of any town or district within 
s,uch parish, and from time to time in like manner to alter 
such definition. Such resolution shall be submitted for ap- 
proval to the Governor, in Privy Council, who shall have 
power to alter the same. 

4 — When any town or district shall have been so defined as 
aforesaid, the Governor may, if he think fit, by order in Privy 
Council declare that after a day to be named in such order 
this Law shall be in force in such town or district ; and he 
may in like manner from time to time rescind or vary such 
order : Provided that the day named in such order shall be 
twenty-one days at least from the day on which such order is 
dated.

8 — When a Tire Brigade shall have been established in any 
town or district, the Municipal Board of the parish within which 
such town or district is situate, shall from time to time prepare, 
and submit to the Governor for approval, rules for regulating 
the times and places of meeting for such Pire Brigade, in 
order to be instructed and exercised in their duties, and for 
the dress, discipline, and government of the Brigade, and for 
the conduct of all persons belonging to the Brigade on occa- 
sion of alarm of fire, or of fire occurring, and at other times, 
and may from time to time prepare, and similarly submit for 
approval, rules cancelling or amending former rules. Such 
rules may inflict penalties for any breach thereof not exceed- 
ing five pounds, and shall come into effect when approved by 
the Governor.

9 — ^A printed copy of rules purporting to be rules made 
and approved as directed by this Law, and to be signed by the 
Colonial Secretary, shall be received as prima facie evidence 
of such rules before all Courts and in all proceedings. 

10 — Any such Board as aforesaid may delegate the powers 
conferred on them by this Law to a committee to be called the 
" Eire Committee," of whom their Chairman shall be one, and

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may, at his discretion, take the command of any Volunteer 
Eire Brigade or other persons who may voluntarily place 
their services at his disposal, and may remove, or order any 
Pireman or Constable to remove any persons who interfere 
by their presence with the operations of the Fire Brigade, 
and may close any street or road near which a fire is burning,

13 — Whenever any damage other than damage by pull- 
ing down any building is done to any building, goods, 
or property by the execution of any lawful order under 
section eleven of this Law, the Municipal Board of the parish 
within which such damage is done, shall pay to the persons 
damaged a reasonable compensation ; Provided, that if any 
such building, goods, or property be upon the premises

17 — Any person who shall at any time wilfully damage 
any pump, water pipe, or any fire-plug thereto attached, 
or any fire engine, hose, tool, or implement used by or be- 
longing to any Mre Brigade, shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding ten pounds, or to imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for a term not exceeding three months, or to 
both. 

18 — 'For the purpose of defraying all expenses that may

JAMAICA— LAW 18 OF 1875. 

A Law to Provide for and Regulate the Establishment and 
Collection of a Kingston Water Rate, and in Aid of Law 
15 of 1871. 

I26th May, 1875.] 

WHEREAS it is necessary to provide for the charges 
which have been incurred to secure a supply of water, 
partly for the better protection of the city of Kingston against 
fire,and partly for a better supply for domestic and other pur- 
poses : And whereas heretofore there has been no provision 
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for such charges other than hy the sale of water to voluntary 
purchasers, and it is expedient to impose an equitable water 
rate on the occupiers of houses in Kingston, and to make 
regulations in aid of the objects of Law 15 of 1871 : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Governor of Jamaica, with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, as 
follows : 

. 1 — This Law may be cited as " The Kingston Water E-ate Short title.

A Law to Raise by Loan Twenty-three Thousand Five 
Hundred Pounds for Colonization Purposes. 

I2nd June, 1875.] 

WHEEEAS under Acts of this Island relating to Immigra- 
tion, sums amounting to twenty -tliree thousand fire 
hundred pounds were paid from the Immigration Eund as 
bounties to Coolies who elected to remain in the Colony in- 
stead of returning to India in the years 1868-1873, both in- 
clusive,, from which latter year sums have been annually 
granted from the General Revenue to defray the cost of such 
bounties : And whereas it is expedient to provide for the re- 
payment of the said sums to the Immigration Eund from the 
General Revenues, and for that purpose to authorize the 
raising of the amount of such sums by loan : Be it enacted by 
the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Council thereof, as follows : 

1 — It shall be lawful for the Governor to raise, by loan on 
debentures, the sum of twenty-three thousand five hundred 
pounds, for purposes of colonization. 

2 — Such debentures shall be signed by the Colonial Secre- 
tary and by the Treasurer, and shall bear interest at the rate 
of five pounds per centum per annum, payable half yearly, 
and shall be in such form and for such sums as the Governor 
shall determine, and shall be transferable and negotiable ; 
and they shall be redeemable at such times and in such man- 
ner as shall be in such debentures respectively conditioned : 
Provided that every such debenture shall be redeemed at a 
date not more than twenty years subsequent to the date at 
which any such debenture shall have been first issued.

ceived on board, specifying the number and names of such 
seamen or apprentices, and the time when each of them res- 
pectively was received on board, and on a declaration maclQ 
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by such Master before a Justice, and verified by the Collector 
of Customs, or by the registrar of seamen, stating the number 
of days during which each seaman or apprentice received sub- 
sistence and was provided for as aforesaid on board his ship, 
and stating also the number of men and boys forming the 
complement of his crew, and the number of seamen and ap-

A Law to Transfer to " The Incorporated Lay Body of the 
Church of England in Jamaica," Eeal Estate in the 
Diocese of Jamaica, Vested in Trustees for the use of 
the said Church.

Preamble TTTHEREAS by Letters Patent, bearing date the 24th. day 

' T of July, 1824, his late Majesty King George the 
Pourth, erected the See of Jamaica, and appointed the Right 
Reverend Christopher Lipscomb, D.D., Lord Bishop thereof: 
And whereas upon the death of the said Christopher Lips:r 
comb, by Letters Patent dated the 28th November, 1843, thg 
Right Reverend Aubrey George Spencer, D.D., then Lord 
Bishop of Newfoundland, was translated to the said See of 
Jamaica, and appointed Lord Bishop thereof: And whereas 
the said Aubrey George Spencer departed this life in the 
month of Eebruary, 1872 : And whereas her Majesty has been 
graciously pleased not to appoint a successor to the said 
Aubrey George Spencer, in the said See of Jamaica : And where- 
as divers lands in this Island have been from time to time res- 
pectively devised, granted, appointed, and conveyed, and by 
Legislative Acts settled in use as well to the said Bishops of 
Jamaica, and their successors, as to other persons and their 
heirs respectively, in trust for the erection and maintenance 
thereon of Churches, Chapels, and Schools houses, and for 
the establishment of Glebes and Burial Grounds, and for 
other the purposes of the Church of England in Jamaica : 
And whereas by the failure in the succession of Bishops to the 
said See of Jamaica, and by the lapse of time and otherwise, 
the legal estate in the said lands, or some of them, thus apper- 
taining to and beneficially enuring to the use of the said 
Church of England, is inconveniently dispersed in different 
quarters, and it would conduce to "uniformity and certainty 
in the title of the possessions of the said Church if the legal 
estate in the several lands and properties so settled as afore- 
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said to the use of the said Clmrcli, were centered and vested 
in the Corporation lately instituted in this Island as the 
representative body of the communion of the said Church: 
And whereas under Law 30 of 1870 of the Legislature of 
this Island, the Bishop, Clergy, and Laity of the communion 
of the Church of England in Jamaica have been empowered to 
hold assemblies, synods, or conventions, and to elect repre- 
sentatives thereto for the purpose of framing constitutions 
inter alia for administering the property and affairs of the 
said communion : And whereas in pursuance of the said Law

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Commissioners, Company, or Society, whether incorporated or 
not, and any provision referring to a Body applies to a person, 
as the case may require. '■ Person" includes Corporation, 
aggregate or sole. 

3 — The " Lands Clauses Law, 1872," is incorporated with 
this Law, except so far as the said Law is varied by, or is in- 
consistent with the provisions of this Law, and in the con- 
struction thereof, as so incorporated, the Jamaica Street Car 
Company, Limited, shall be deemed the promoters of the 
undertaking. 

GENERAL POWERS OE THE COMPANY. 

4 — The Jamaica Street Car Company, Limited, shall, before 
making any application to the Governor for permission to 
lay down, make, maintain, or alter any Tramway under this 
Law, publish notices of their intention so to do by advertise- 
ments, to be inserted for three successive weeks in the "Ja- 
maica Gazette," and in at least one newspaper published in 
Elingston, stating in such advertisements : — 

(1.) The object of the intended application. 

(2.) The description of the termini, with the names of 
the parishes, towns, villages, and other places 
from, through, or into which and the roads and 
streets in or along which the Tramway is in- 
tended to be made.

And they shall also at least three weeks before making any 
such application lodge with the Road Authority a plan or map 
to a scale of not less than four inches to a mile, with the line 
of the proposed Tramway delineated thereon, so as to shew along 
and across what roads and streets, and in what parts thereof, 
and through or across what private or other lands, not being 
roads or streets, the proposed Tramway is intended to be 
made. 
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5 — At any time within six months after the puhlication of Application to 
such notices as aforesaid, and lodging such plan as aforesaid PriTy Council 
for the time provided by the previous section, it shall be *°Jy,'];?^j^ 
lawful, for the Company to submit to the Governor, in Privy Tramway. 
Council, a copy of the plan so lodged, with evidence of the 
same having been so lodged, and of notices of the application 
having been published for the prescribed period, with a 
statement of the estimated cost of the proposed Tramway, and 
to apply for leave to lay down and maintain a Tramway along 
the roads, streets, and places indicated in such plan, and the 
Governor, in Privy Council, [may require the production App'°^»1 <" 
by the Company of such further plans, sections or specifications, "*PP'°^ 
as he may think necessary and] * shall thereupon be at 
liberty to approve, disapprove, or alter the route or either ter- 
minus proposed by the said plan, and to allow and approve or 
disapprove of the proposed Tramway, or any alteration or mod- 
ification thereof, and shall be at liberty in any approval or 
allowance as aforesaid, to impose such special terms and 
conditions beyond the requirements of this Law as may be 
deemed necessary or desirable. 

6 — The Company, upon obtaining such approval and allow- Exclusive 
ance as aforesaid, of any proposed Tramway or any modifica- pfny ^ ap-"' 
tion thereof, shall be deemed to have acquired an exclusive v^^^^^- 
right, for the space of twenty years from the date of such ap- 
proval, to make, maintain, and work the said line of Tram- 
way, subject to the conditions and provisions contained in 
this Law, and shall also be deemed to have acquired an ex- 
clusive right for the space of five years from the time of com- 
mencing the construction of the said line, to make, maintain, 
and work Tramways within the parish or parishes in which 
the said line or any part of it may lie, subject to the same 
conditions and provisions ; and they shall in every case give Security for 
security, within thirty days after obtaining such approval or Tramway/ 
allowance, for the completion of the proposed Tramway,

either by paying into tlie Public Treasury, to the credit of an 
account to be called " The Jamaica Street Car Company's Ac- 
count," a sum of money equal to one twenty-fifth part of the 
estimated cost of the undertaking, or by depositing with the 
Treasurer debentures guaranteed by the Island or other Gov- 
ernment securities, equivalent to that sum, which sum of 
money, debentures, or securities, with all interest to accrue 
thereon or in respect thereof shall be repaid or re-delivered 
by the Treasurer on the order of the Grovernor to the said 
Company, after the due completion of the proposed under- 
taking to the satisfaction of the Road Authorities, within the 
time limited for such completion, or within such further 
time as the Governor, in Privy Council, shall'allow for such 
completion. But if the time or extended time limited for 
completion of any Tramway expires before it is opened for 
trafELc, or befCre proof is given to the Director of Koads to his 
satisfaction that the Company have paid up one half of their 
share capital, and have expended for the purposes of the un- 
dertaking a sum equal to such half, then the exclusive right 
aforesaid shall determine, and the money debentures and 
securities so paid or deposited as aforesaid, and all interest 
thereon, shall immediately, on the expiration of the time so 
limited, be forfeited to her Majesty, and shall be transferred 
or realized by the Treasurer and paid into the Treasury to the 
credit of the fund appropriated to the maintenance of the 
road on which the Company were authorized to lay such 
Tramway. 

7 — The Governor, in Privy Council, may from time to time 
make, and, when made, may rescind, annul, or add to, rules 
with respect to the following matters : — 

1st. The proceedings to be had before the Governor 
under this Law. 

2nd. The payment of money, or lodgment of securities 
by way of deposits, the re-payment and forfeiture 
of the same, the payment of interest from time to 
time accruing due on such securities. 
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3rd. Tlie plans and sections of any works to be deposited 
by the Company. 

4th. As to any other matter or thing in respect of which 
it may be expedient to make rules for the pur- 
pose of carrying this Law into execution. Any 
rules made in pursuance of this section, shall be 
deemed to be within the powers conferred by this 
Law, and shall be of the same force as in this 
Law contained, and shall be judicially noticed. 

8 — Subject to the restrictions and provisions herein con- Lines, works, 
tained the Company shall have the right to lay down, make,

1 — The Clerks of Petty Sessions are hereby authorized, 'in 
addition to the performance of the duties which they are by

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To administer and. take oaths, aflSdavits, affirmations, 
acknowledgments, and declarations of the execution of 
wills,deeds, and instruments in writing, and of other 
matters whereof Justices of the Peace are now or may 
be hereafter hy Law authorized to administer ; and 
take oaths, affidavits, affirmations, acknowledgments, 
and declarations respectively : 

To give, grant, sign, and issue certificates, search war- 
rants, warrants of entry or inspection, and other war- 
rants and authorities : 

And generally to do any act or thing, or to make any 
order which by any Law now in force or hereafter to 
be made is or shall be authorized or directed to be done 
or made by a Justice of the Peace out of Sessions. 

Provided, that no Clerk of Petty Sessions shall be com- 
petent to act as a Justice of the Peace, either alone or 
with any other Justice or Justices, in anything which 
is to be done at a Special or Petty Session of Justices of 
the Peace, or of a Stipendiary Magistrate : And pro- 
vided, that no Clerk of Petty Sessions shall be competent

shall have the same powers, duties, and responsibilities 
that they have in proceedings within the ordinary juris- 
diction of their Courts, and such further powers, duties, 
and responsibilities as may be assigned to them by the 
Judges of the Chief Court of Bankruptcy, for the purposes 
of this Law, under Eules to be sanctioned by the Gov- 
ernor, in Privy Council. 

6 — ^AU proceedings in Bankruptcy shall be commenced by Proceedings in 
petition in the Chief Court of Bankruptcy, except in cases in what^Coutt 
where the petitioning creditor, on presenting his petition in *»be oommenc- 
a District Court of Bankruptcy, files along with it an affidavit 
of his belief that the estate of the debtor, in respect of whom 
adjudication is sought, is below the value of two hundred 
pounds. "When such an affidavit is so filed the proceedings 
may be commenced and carried out in the District Court of 
the district in which the debtor resides or carries on busi- 
ness. 

If whilst proceedings in any case in Bankruptcy are and how and 
pending in the Chief Court of Bankruptcy it shall appear SteSfL^f 
to the Court to be expedient it may remit the case and all 
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proceedings therein to the District Court of Bankruptcy 
of the district in which the dehtor resides or carries on 
business, or to such other District Court of Bankruptcy 
as to it may seem fit. 

If whilst proceedings in any case in Bankruptcy are 
pending in any District Court of Bankruptcy, 

It shall appear to such District Court that the estate of 
the dehtor is not below the value of two hundred pounds, 
and that the proceedings may be more conveniently 
conducted in the Chief CoUrt, or that the majority of the 
creditors desire that the proceedings shouldbe transferred 
to the Chief Court, or 

It shall be made, to appear on application to the Chief 
Coilrt that the proceedings, may be more conveniently 
conducted in the Chief Court, 

It shall be lawfulfor such District Court or Chief Court, as 
the case may be, to order the transfer of the case and 
the proceedings therein to the Chief Court upon such terms 
as to costs andotherwise as to the Court ordering the transfer 
may seem fit. 

ORIGINAL JURISDICTION. 

Powprs of 7 — Subject to the provisions of this Law, every Court hav- 

^"'^Btionr^* ing jurisdiction in Bankruptcy under this Law shall have full 
power to decide all questions of priorities, and all other ques- 
tions whatsoever, whether of Law or of fact, arising in any 
case of Bankruptcy coming within the cognizance of such 
Court, or which such Court may deem it expedient or neces- 
sary to decide for the purpose of doing complete justice or 
making a complete distribution of property in any such case ; 
and no such Court shall be subject to be restrained in the ex- 
ercise of its powers under this Law by the order of any other 
Court, nor shall any appeal lie from the decisions of any such 
Court, except in the manner directed by or under theauthor- 
k ity of this Law. 
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8^The Chief Court of Bankruptcy shall hold settings S'ttingsof 
periodically at the Court: House of the Supreme Court at 
Kingston at such times as may be determined by the Judges, 
and may in addition hold such special sittings as to such 
Court shall seem expedient. 

It shall be lawful: for a Judge of the Chief Court of How matters 
Bankruptcy to hear any matter or proceeding in Bank- OT^disp^osed'of. 
ruptcy within the original jurisdiction of such Court 
either with or without a jury ; if with a jury at any 
Circuit Court, and if without a jury either at an ordi- 
nary or special sitting of the Chief Court, or at an Cir- 
cuit Court, andiat every Circuit Court the Judge thereof 
may appoint a sitting and sit as a Judge in Bankruptcy 
for the disposal of such business as shall be brought 
before him. 

9^If in any proceedings in Bankruptcy before the Chief Trial of ques- 
Court or a District Court there arises any question of fact jury^ when ^ 
which the Chief Court or District Court, as the case may be, ^^^ ^°'^- 
thinks ought to be tried before a jury, it may direct such 
trial to be had accordingly, 

If the case is pending in the Chief Court of Bank- 
ruptcy then at any Circuit Court in the same manner as 
if it were the trial of an issue in the Supreme Court. 

If the case be pending in a District Court of Bank- 
ruptcy then at such District Court in the manner in 
which juTy trials in ordinary cases are by Law held in a 
District Court. 



APPELLATE JURISDICTION. 



10 — Every Court having jurisdiction in Bankruptcy under Appeals.

this Law may review, rescind, or vary any order made by it and to what 
ittypurBuaiice of this Law. °^^' 
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Any person aggrieved by any order of a District Court 
of Bankruptcy, or of a single Judge of the Chief Court of 
Bankruptcy in respect of a matter of fact or of Law, 
may appeal to the Chief Court of Bankruptcy sitting as a 
Court of Appeal, such appeal to be to the full Court, and 
it shall be lawful for such Court to alter, or reverse, or 
confirm any such order as it sees fit, and if the order be in 
respect of a matter of fact, to direct the rehearing of 
such a matter of fact, either by a District Court or 
by the Chief Court, with or without a jury, in such 
manner and on such terms as it sees fit. But no appeal 
shall be allowed from any order relating to a matter of 
fact unless the amount involved is not less than two 
hundred pounds. 

The judgment of the Chief Court upon appeal shall be 
final, subject only to the right of appeal to her Majesty 
in Council. An appeal from Chambers shall be made in 
the same way as an appeal from an order in Court. 

11 — Whenever the Judges of the Chief Court of Bank- 
ruptcy , sitting as a Court of Appeal, are equally divided in 
opinion as to what should *be the decision of the Court, the 
application to the Court shall fall to the grbund and stand 
dismissed : Provided that for the purposes of appeal from the 
Chief Court to her Majesty in Council a judgment of the 
Court may be entered against the application. 



Rules for the 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

12 — The Chief Court of Bankruptcy shall as soon as con- 
veniently may be, frame general rules for the effectual exe- 
cution of this Law, such general rules, when so framed, shall 
be laid before the Legislative Council, and when approved 
shall be published in the "Jamaica Gazette," and shall be 
judicially noticed. Until such rules shall have been so ap- 
proved and published, and so far as such rules do not extend 
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the principles, practice, and rules on which the Courts have 
heretofore acted in matters relating to Bankruptcy shall be 
observed by the Courts having jurisdiction under this Law. 

13 — Every Court having jurisdiction in Bankruptcy may ^o'^™* ** *" 
make any such order regarding the costs of proceedings 
pending before it as it sees fit. 

14 — The fees to be charged for any business done under Fees how fixed, 
this Law shall be according to a scale to be prescribed by the appUcabiT 
Governor, in Privy Council, who shall have power to direct 
by whom and in what manner the same shall be collected, ac- 
counted for, and appropriated. Until such fees shall be pres- 
cribed, the fees shall continue to be according to the scale 
provided in schedules 3 and 4 to Law 25 of 1871. The Gov- 
ernor, in Privy Council, may, at any time, alter the amount 
of any of the fees prescribed under this Law, and notice of 
such alteration shall be given in the "Jamaica Gazette," and 
the scale so altered shall come into operation at such time as 
may be specified in such notice, 

15 — Where any Bankruptcy proceedings are pending at Pending pro- 
the commencement of this Law such proceedings shall be t^be Mutmned. 
continued and proceeded with to the end in the District Court 
In which they shall be pending as nearly as circumstances 
will permit, in the same way as if this Law had not come 
into operation: Provided that the Chief Court, in any case How they may 
where it shall appear to be expedient, may make such order i^e transferred. 
for the removal of such proceedings to the Chief Court as it 
thinks fit, and may direct that any such proceedings shall, so 
far as circumstances permit, be continued and proceeded with 
to the end under the provisions of this Law, in the same man- 
ner in every respect as if the same had been originally com- 
menced after the coming into operation of this Law. The Chief 
Court shall make all such special orders in regard to such 
proceedings as may be necessary for the purpose.
